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PREFACE. 

THE advantages of a publication of this 
kind to the practitioner in medicine, are 'tis 
pre 'fume 'a , too obvious to need enumeration ; 
1 jhall, therefore, only premife a few neceffary 
obfervations relative to the work itfelf. 

L 7be dofes of medicines &c. are ft down 
as for adults ; and therefore, the prefcriber will 
eafity vary t hern for other ages. For example, 
children of two years old :aay, in general, take 
trout a third part of the dofes for adults ; or a 
little more ; and fo in proportion for other ages, 
the conftitution being aifo con fide red. 

II. Where it cculd conveniently be done, 
I have mentioned the intervals at which the 
medicines are to be repeated: but tbefe may 
be varied at the prefcriber s difcretion. For 
brevity's fake I have in miny places, ufed 
the word freq lently ; by which I would 
have it underflood, that every three, four 
fix, eight, &c. hours a*e meant, according 
to the exigency of the cafe>

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III. When any particular indication is to be 
anfwered, the claff-s, as cathartics > diuretics, 
ajlringents &c. may be referred to j under 
which heads, as many of the compositions and 

fimples as were judged necejjary i are arranged, 

IV. The limits afjigned to the work would not 
admit of formula ; nor do I think them by any 
means necefary. The dofes of all the articles 
ufitally adminiftered are Jet down-, and I will not 

fuppofe, that there is any medical practitioner, 

who cannot give directions for making them into 

draughts, bolufes, or other forms thai may be 

required. The vehicles Jhould be either perfectly 

innocent, as pure water, fimple Jjrup &c. 

or of fmilar virtues with the medicines to be 

given. And if two articles of the J a me virtues, 

cathartics for example, are employed, it fcarce 

need be mentioned, that the dofe of each muft be 

proportionably lefs. M may be added, that ingre* 

dients of a volatile nature Jhould be given in a 

liquid form, lefl their virtues exhale ; very nau~ 

feous ones Jhould, if convenient, be given in the 

form of pills or bolufes.

SYMPTOMS. Pain in the back, loins, and lower part 
of the belly ; fhiverings ; a flux of blood from the womb j 
naufea, anxiety, palpitation of the heart, fyncope, an opening 
and moiiture of the os tinea;. Mod commonly happens between 
the fecond and fourth month* of pregnancy, though it may occur 
later. It may be occa Honed by frights, falls flrong emetics or 
cathartics, or by any violent commotion of body or mind. 

Treatment. Bleeding is neceflary if the palfe will bear it. 
The medicines fhould be of the tonic and fsdative kind, as tinft. 
rofar. or decotl. cort. with tincl. theb. The body fhould 
be kept lax with clyflers, or otherwife ; the diet light 
broths, and the like ; and the patient fhould be kept very ttill 
and quiet in bed. 

If neverlhelefs, abortion follow, difcontinuc the corroborants, 
and give fpcrraaceti medicines with tinft. theb. &c. as afsei; 
child-birth. 

ABSCESS. 

Treatment. Common abfcefTes may be treated by bringing 
them forward with proper cataplafms, and when ripe, opening, 
digeding, and cicatrizing. Avoid evacuations during the 
fuppuration, unlefs inflammation require. See alio Boil, 
Phlegmon, and Ulcer. 

ABSORBENTS. 

(Of acidity) Creta, magnefia, crabs eyes, coral, and all the 

teflzceous powders ; dofeone fcruple, or half a drachm feveral

To thefe Succeed 
great heat and fever, which terminate in fweats. The nrine dur- 
ing the fit, pale, clear, and without fediment ; but in the 
interval, turbid, with a copious fediment of a reddifh colour. 

In the Quotidian Ague, the fit returns once in a day. 

In the Tertian, every other day. 

In the Quartan, the intermiffion is of two whole days. 

Treatment. Firft give an emetic, and afterwards a gentle 
cathartic. If the intermiflions are not regular, falioe febrifuges 
fhould b* adminiftred till that objeaion is removed ; then give 
the bark, in fubftance, one drachm, every two hours during the 
intermifiion, adding tine*, theb. or other aftringent if it run ciF 
by fiool. If the ilomach will not bear the ponder, give it in 
decoflion, infufion, cr the extract in pills. Pulv. fl. chamam. 
chalybs. rad. ferp. virg. elix. vkr. acid, or the like, may be added 
according to circumrUrccs. The repetitions may be lefs firquent 
after the fit has been miffed once or twice. Vitr. cjerul. gr. fT. 
difTolvtd in one ounce of proof fpirit, and given before the fit, 
has fucceeded in fome defparate cafes.

If thefe 
fail, recourfe mail be had to the operation of tying ic above 
and below the tumour. 

ANGINA GANGRENOSA, Or putrid fore Throat. 

Symptoms. Giddinefs in the head, alternate heat and cold, and 
at length, after ibme hours, conftant great heat: fometirnes 
vomiting or purging ;' pains in the head ; eyes inflamed and 
watery, as in the meafks ; aniiety, faintnefs, fore throat, with, 
florid colour; or elfe, a broad irregular fpot, of a pale white 
colour furrounded with red. On the fecond or third day the 
face, neck, brealt, and hands fwelled, and as if eryfipelatous ; an 
efflorefcence of many fmall red pimples fometirnes appeanon the 
arms and other parts. The throat flonghs, ulcerates, and is very 
painful. Offenfive tafte and delirium towards night. 

Treatment. Avoid bleeding and evacuation, gentle fudorifics 
excepted ; and purging fhould be checked. Give firft a gentle 
emetic, then medicines with contrayerva and conf. cardiac ; 
or decodion of bark. Gargle or rather fyringe the throat with, 
deccft. pect. cum rad. cop tray, to which, vinegar, myrrh, 
and honey of rofes may be added. If the (loughs do not feparate, 
touch them with a rag dipped in a mixture of mel. asgypt. one 
drachm, and two ounces of che preceding gargle ; or gargle with 
water acidulated with (p. of fait. To reftore the patient givt 
bark and elix. vitrioli, with proper ftrengthening diet.

Symptoms. A Sudden, privation of fenfation, and voluntary 
nation. The face red and bloated ; the mouth commorJy open ; 
the pulfe ftrong and quick, especially at firft ; refpiration ftrong, 
and attended with Snorting. 

Treatment. Bleed freely, and apply cupping-glaffes to the 
head, neck, or between the fhoulders ; ftrong clylters and cathar- 
tics ; blifters fhould be applied to the back and legs, and 
linapifms to the feet. Medicines of the warm nervous kind, as 
caftor, valerian, camphire, affafcetida, and volatile Salts, fhould 
frequently be adrniniftred. 

Authors diftinguifh between a fanguincous and pUuitous apoplexy : 
The fir It arifing from a turgidnefs of the vefTels of the brain ; the 
la!>, from Serous matter in the ventricles. In the latter cafe, 
emetics of the antimonial kind are ferviceable, though ofcen 
hurtful in the former; bleeding fhould alfo be prescribed with 
caution in the latter. A foft, mild, and opening regimen is 
prefenbed for patients Subject to the Sanguineous, and a contrary 
one, with cxercife, for Such as are recovered from a pituitous 
apoplexy. 

APPETITE Canine. 

Treatment. If an acid in the flomach be the cauSe, vomit, 
and give teftaceous powders, magnefia, or alcalis. If worms, 
give anthelmintics. If it be natural, or proceed from other 
caufes, oils, fat meats, and broths, milk, and flour diet will be 
proper. Alfo opiate-s ; fmcaking tobacco is likewife of Service,

Symptoms. A difficulty of breathing, attended with wheezing ; 
it returns at intervals j is preceded by disinclination to motion,

At length the cheeks become red, the eyes prominent, and there 
is fuch an anxiety and ferfe of fufrccation, that the patient caa 
only breathe in an erect pollure, and can fcarce fpf3k or expecto- 
rate. If he happen to fleep he fnores much ; at the height of the 
iit is defirous of cool free air ; fweats about the neck and fore- 
head ; coughs up a little frothy matter with great difficulty ; no 
fever, pulfe extremely frnall and weak ; urine pale and copious; 
as the tit abates, an expectoration of mucus ; the urine becomes 
higher coloured, and depofus a copious fedimenr. 
Treatment. During the fit bleed, if age or weaknefs do not 
forbid ; blifter between the fhoulders, or at the pit of the 
ftomach ; the body faould be opened with gentle cathartics ; 
jhen give the pectorals and expectorants, joined, if necefTary, 
with antifpafmodics and fedatives.

If hysterics or hypochondria 
acs.join chalybeates with pii. gummos, or other medicines of 
this clafs. If profufe evacuation, as fiuor albus, the bark, 
chalybeate waters, farfaparilla, and exercife. If attended with 
fcurvy, the fcorbutic juices, vegetable acids, and bark, li 
aft lunatic fymptoms appear, the fquill preparations, or other 
pectorals and antifpafmodics, and blilters. Diet, however, 
muft aflift medicine in the cure ; which, where nothing for- 
bids, fhould be of the fuft, nutritive, and ftrengthening kind, 
and eafy of digeftion ; as milk, calves feet, and other jellies, S;:.

Treatment. As in the preceding cafe; fmall dofes of vifr.

Hemlock fomentations have been found 
ferviceable, as hath alfo the herb called clivers. Calmnefs of 
mind and proper regimen mull be obferved ; but extirpation 
Xvith the kniie, where it can be done, is the only certain 
remedy.

COLD and COUGH. 

Symptoms well known. In phlegmatic habits, the cough is moid, 
and in the hypochondriac and fcorbutic, dry. 

Treatment. Gentle and regular warmth ; bleeding, if nothing 
forbid; and efpecially if a fever, or a pain in the breaft, &c. 
arife. Oily, or fpermaceti medicines, or other pettorals, with 
opiates. If coftive, proper laxative*, and if the Aomach be 
loaded with phlegm, an emetic ; where greafy medicines difagrce, 
give pil. de fiyrace, pulv. e trag. with fquills, mucihg. cydon. 
lozenges of liquorice, &c. Bl ill ers are very efficacious, as are 
alfo gentle fudorifics repeatedly taken ; with diluents and falinc 
febrifuges, when the peilpiration is obftrueted, and fever ap- 
pear. 

COLIC, Bilious. 

Symptoms. An acute pain, and obftructioa in the inteftines ; 
accompanied with a vomiting of yellow or greenilh bile. A 
bitter tatie in the mouth, with great hear. Tne pain fometimes 
fixed about the region of the navel, fometimes all over the ab- 
domen, at other times fh if ting from one part to another. A 
pulfation and cold are likewife ret in the belly. Urine little or 
none. Frequently hoarfenefs, with thirft and fever. Moil pre- 
valent in fummer. 

Treatment. Bleed, and give an emetic, with a large quantity 
of inf. flor. ch. or the like, to work it off; tnen give cathar- 
tics (pills chiefly, or ol. ricini) with opium, and opening em- 
ollient clyftcrs. It" theic fail, put the patient into the warm 

bath, 
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bath. If the vomiting continue, f aline draughts with iinct,, 
theb. Pilis of half a gr. or a grain of crude opium arc moft 
powerful in removing pain and fpafm ; and enable the cathar-i 
tics to take the better effect. 

COLIC, Hy/leric. 

Symptoms. This is a dife?fe to which women of Ux and grofa 
habits, and of irritable difpofitions chiefly are fubject It be- 
gins with violent pain in the region of the Stomach, mnch 
green and yellow matter if vomiud, and great loA'ncf- of fpirits 
fucceeds ; the pain gofs cffin a day or two, and frequently returns 
again in a few w<;tks with equal violence. Sometimes 'tis 
attended with jaundice, which in a few cbys goes off. 

Treatment. Avoid bleeding and purging, unlefs plethora or 
coftivenefs indicate ; clear the ftomach with warm water, cha- 
momile tea, &c. then give a carminative aiiiifpafmodic, with 
opium ; (as catlor, conf. card, philon. conf. paulin.) which may 
be occasionally repeated. Recruit (he lirength with bark bitten-, 
air, exercife, chalybeates, &c. This difo;der in men is called 
the Hypochondriac Colic, and. fhould be treated in like 
manner. 

COLIC Inflammatory! or inflammation of the ioivels. 

Symptoms. A vehement, burning fixed pain is felt in th« 
parts molt affected, with heat of the whole body, quick pulfe, 
lofs of firength, anxiety aad reftleffnefs. 

Treatment. Bleed largely, and repeat it if neceffary, and the 
pulfe will bear it ; procure llools with foft mild cathartics, as 
ol. ricini, oily mixtures with manna, and tart, folub. or the like j 
or if thefe will not (lay, with pills of extract, cath. and opium ; 
emollient clyilers fhould be frequently given, and foft emollient 
liquids drank; the bowels fhould be fomented, bladders of water* 
bags of fait, or oats heated, the (kins, of animals juft killed ap- 
plied to the part ; and the warm bath fhould be prefcribed if thefe 
prove ineffectual. In cafe of violent vomiting, give the faline 
draughts in the act of efferv-fcence ; and the pain and fpafm, 
if violent, may be abated with pills of crude opium ; bliftera 
may be applied to the part affected ; the fumes of tobacco 
thrown up the fundament in cafe all Oiher cathartics fail ; or 
give quickfilver. 

COLIC Nervous, called alfo the DwonJbire Colic,, Colic 
of Poicliers, dry Gripes, and the dry Belly-ach. 

Symptoms. Begins with a fcnCe of weight or pain at the pit of 
the ftomach, attended with lofs of appetite, yellowifhnefs in thf 
countenance, a flight naufea, and coftiventfs ; a vomiting of 
acrid flime, and green bile fucceed ; the pain olYen defceods to 
the. navel, ftiooti 'gfrem thence «o each fide, with great violence ; 

the 
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the inteftines feem drawn to the fpine, with convulfive fpafms ; 
the pain continues without remiffion for feveral hours together ; 
pulfe as in heabh ; no fever, but rather lownefs ; when at length 
the pain abates, an odd tingling is felt along the fpina dorfi, 
which extending to the legs and arms, they become weak and 
paralytic. 

Treatment. Vomit feveral times with warm chamomile 
tea, then give opium in pills or otherwife, as alfo by clyfter ; 
the pain and tenfion being removed by thefe, give gentle cathar- 
tics, fuch as ol. ricini, infuf. fen. with falis, and the like 3 
laxative clyfters may alfo be prescribed ; bleed, if the pulfe bo 
high ; flools being procured, an anodyne, carminative, and anti- 
fpafmodic may be given, as camphire, valerian, caflor, conf. card. 
or the like, with opium. If the pain return, have recourfe again 
to opium pills; if paralytic fymptoms come on, embrocate thelimbt 
and fpine with lin. vol. camphorat. or other warm liniment. If 
ccnvulfions, give mufk with opium. After thediforder, bark, with 
bitters and rhubarb, fhould be ordered ; together with alight, 
but nutritive diet. Flannel may alfo be worn round the waiit. 

Painters and glaziers, who are fubject to this diforder on account 
of the lead ufed in their work, rely on burnt gin, which I have 
feen them take with furprifmg fuccefs. 

COLIC Stone, or Nephritis. 

Symptoms. The colic which fometimes arifeth from the fioneV 
may be known from the other kinds by the following figns ; 
There is a fixed pain in the kidney, which is propogated to the 
genitals ; ftoois afford prefent relief in other colics, but not in 
this ; after eating the pain is increafed in others, but leffened in 
this ; in others the urine is thicker in the beginning than after- 
wards, but in this, it is at firft clear and thin, and afterwards 
lets fall gravel or other fediment. 

Treatment. Turpentine clyflers are given with good effect; 
the pil. fapon, or other nephritic anodyne ; care being alfo taken 
to keep the body open. But for more on this head, fee the 
article STONE. 

COLIC Wind. 

Symptoms. A wandering pain in the bowels, with rumblings* 
which abate on the expuliion of air ; the pain is not increafed 
by preffure; third not extraordinary; and the pulfe but little 
diflurbed. 

Treatment. Bleed if the patient can be3rit; ftoois mull be 
procured by faline or other cathartics, and emollient clyfters ; 
previous to which, an emetic may alfo be given if judged 
neceffary ; and fomentations, or bladders of hot water may be 
applied to the belly ; as may likewife anodyne, fpirituous, and 
aromatic embrocations, as balf. anodyne, with ol. menth. or the 

like, 
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like. A paflage being procured, carminatives joined with opium 
may be adminiftred j as philon. Lond . or the like.

about the diaphragm and breads ; the expectorated matter 
purulent; fometimes bloody and offen five, with white round 
lumps. If the fymptoms are violent, a fpitting of blood footi 
follows, which is thin, florid, and frothy ; but it afterwards 
becomes paler, and the difcharge changes at length into pus. 
Ulcers, or tubercles in the lungs, are the caufe 

Treatment. Small jepeated bleedings; blifters kept open, 
and fetons ; gum ammon. myrrh, or balf. Peruv. with nitre, 
and elix. pareg. or pil. e ftyrac. at night ; decoft. cort. may be 
given twice a day with good effeft. While tubercles are form- 
ing, with fever aud inflammation, avoid heating medicines, and 
" give cooling febrifuges; if little or no fever, chalybeates are 
very efficacious ; in fpitting of blood, bleed and give tinft. 
rofar. tinft. ftyptic, or the like, and keep the body gently open. 
For fweats, give elix. vitr. acid, or if that difagree, the pearl 
julep ; very gentle vomits of ipecacuanha may be given twice a 
week, if nothing forbid, to promote expectoration ; change of 
air and gentle exercife are good ; the diet fliould be light, mild, 
ar.d nutii.ive; as jellies, broths, milk, butter milk, &c. Dr. 
Sitnmou'a excellent treatife on this fubjccl may be confultcd.

If a plethora be indicated, bleed; if otherwife 
avoid it; blifters, laxatives, and emollient clyfters, rf noth . ,n S 
forbid, the nervou and antifpafmodic medicines, as affafcetida, 
caftor, camphire, mufk, volatile falts, with opium, if neceilary. 
If the bowels are convulfed, opium may be added to the clylters 
alfo. The parts may be rubbed externally with balf. anod. and 
lin. vol. or other warm anodyne embrocation : free air mould 
be allowed to the patient. . 

/n children, this comprint often proceeds from an acid in trie 
prims vis ; rr.agnefia is then proper. Worms may a fo occahon 
it, anthelmintics are in this cafe to be given } bhitcrs, ana 
anodynes, given with caution, are good.

Gribe tinft. fulig. or other antifpafirodic ; gentle fedatives of 
fyr. c mecon. are efficacious; bliflers, gentle fudorifics, and 
a fpare, thin, but nourishing diet. Bark may be given, with 
eaftor, to fupport the patient*s flrength. But change of air, 
frequently repeated, fometimes does wonders in thefe cafes.

If worms are the caufc, give 
anthelmintics. 

DEAFNESS. 

Treatment; If it proceed from hardened wax, fyringe the 
ears, and drop in ol. amygd. If the wax be deficient, oh 
amygd. with a lltt'e ol, rorifmar, or the like. If cold be the 
caufe, warmth, the remedies ufed againft colds, and fyringing 
with fome warm foft liquid. If it be nervous, give the nervous 
medicines, bark, &c. and apply bliflers. Electricity has been 
found ufeful. If inflammation, bleed, purge, bliltcr, foment, 
poultice, and prefcribe the pediluvia. If there be ulcers, ufe 

. injections, with tinft. myrrh, honey, Sec. If infects are in the 
ear, fill th« meatus with warm oil or water, or throw in the fumei 
of tobacco.

Treatment. If it proceed from any thing offenflve m the 
bowels, give rhubarb firft, either in powder or in tincture j 
and af:crwards alUingents and abforbents, as Jul. e cret. deft. 
e fcord. extr. lig. campech. pulv. o bob, &c. with or without 
opium as you fee necefl'ary. Starch glylters, with opiam, 
cleft, e fcord. &c. and bleeding, if neceffary, may be prefcribed 
If weaknefsof the bowels and iudigeflion occafion the complaint 
the bitters, bark, or chalybeates. If obltrufted perfpiration, 
gentle fudorifics mould be interpofed. Sometimes a purging is 
an effort of nature, to relieve the conltitution frorn offending mat- 
ters, or it is critical. You mult be careful to diftinguifii in thefc 
caufes, as checking the purging may be followed by a fever, or 
other bad confequences. In diarrhceas, vegetable and acefl'ent 
diet fliould b« refrained from; decoft. alb. is beft for common 
drink, and rice viftuals for food. When purgings proceed 
from a putrefcent caufe, ripe fruits and antifepucs are proper. 

DIURETICS.

DROPSY.

called Analarca, or LeucofbUgmatia \ when there is a collection 
of water in the abdomen, it is termed Afcitet; if in toe braio, 
Hydrocephalus ; if in the bread, Hydrops pedori, ; if in the womb. 
Hydrops Uteri; and if in the fcrotnm, Hydrocele. 

In common dropfies the legs ufually fwelf, and a dent or pit 
remains for fom« time after preffing the flefh with the finger ; the 

D appcut* 
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sppefte abates ; the face either bloats or becomes thin and pale j 
Jittle urine is made ; thirft, flow fever, fhorttiefs of breath, laf- 
fituc'e and heavinefs ; thefe fymptom3 obtain efpecially in the 
anafarca and elates. In the hydrocephalus, convulfions, fquint- 
ing, fhunnirg the light, opening of the futures, and vomiting of 
bile, commonly attend, efpecially if the difeafe be far advanced. 

Treatment In the Anafarca and A/cites, purges with Jalap, 
fcammony, calorrel, gamboge, elaterium, or the like, twice or 
thrice a week. Tinct. cupri, tincr. cantharid. fal diuretic, or fal 
abfir.th. with bitter infiifion. Emetics and fudcrifics, blifters 
and fcarification$, prefcribed whh due caution, have often good 
effect, otherwife, they may do harm. Bark may be given if 
the ffrength flag, or confumptive fvmptoms appear. Weak 
liquids of all kinds ufed to be avoided, but are now allowed 
freely with fuccefs, efpecially after the dra.lic purges. In this 
complaint bread is generally ordered to be toalred, and fiefh to 
be baked, roafted, or broiled. Smoking is of great ufe, and 
muftard feed3 taken whole have of:en good effect. 

If the diforder arileth from the too copious ufe of weak liquids, or 
obftrucled perfpiration, fudorifics are much to be depended upon. 
If from drunken nefs, riding on hoiftback and the ufe of wine, 
or rather geneva diluted with water, in moderate quantity, will 
be ufeful. If from a confumptive tendency, diuretics, joined with 
corroborants. If aftrr great lofs cf blood, or from tedious 
fevers, cathartics fhould not be ufed too freely, but chalybeate 
bitters fhould be chiefly relied on. In the Afcitei, tapping muft 
i e performed, if the methods above recommended fail. 

In Drop/y of the brn*fl> diuretics are chiefly to be employed, cathar- 
tics only ccofionaily. BI i iters applied below the breaft, and 
even on the thighs or legs and kept open, are alfo very effectual. 

In the Hydrocephalus internus, a falivation excited by mercury 
has of late been recommended ; purges may be given, and 
medicines of the carminative and arctifpafmodic kind. Blifters, 
fctons, and iffues fhould alfo be prefcribed. 

In the Drop/y of the womb, emetics, fiimulating cly iters, and 
occafionally cathartics ; diuretic, attenuant, and refolvent 
medicines {hould be given ; and fomen:ations and vapour baih3 
advifed. 

In the Hydrocele, let out the water with the trochar 2t the bottom 
p3rt of the fcrotum ; but when water is CuntHned in the celiulas: 
membrane, irCat it as an Anafarca.

Bleed, if you find it necfflary ; aru l gi ve March clyflers with 
opium and aflringents ; bolufles of bees-wax and fpermac;ti, 
or balf. locat. with electuary of fcordium are efficacious. Small 
dofes (a grain or two) of ipecac, have often fuccecded ; as hath 
alfo vitrum antim. cerat. in dofes cf five grains, with fome opi- 
ate, occafionally repeated. Sudorifics are fometimes of ufe, by 
promoting a determination to the furface of the body. Emollient 
fomentations, and balfamic clyfters with opium, will bsft re- 
move the tenefmus. 
The diet as in the diarrhoea. Milk with mutton fuet boiled in it, 
and the fat afterwards taken off, is efleemed excellent!

EPILEPSY. 

Symptoms. Languid pnlfe, pale countenance, and afterwards 
great pain in the head, with ftupor and drowfinefs, fometimes 
precede the fit ; though often it comes on without thefe previous 
i'ymptoms. The patient falls down fuddenly, gnafhes the teeth, 
froths at the mouth, ufes many difagreeable gefhculations and 
diflortions, and fometimes difcharges involuntarily by flool and 

Treatment. If the vefTels are full, bleed ; emetics and laxa^ 
lives are proper ; warm, nervous, and attenuating remedies, as 
caftor, valerian, affafcetida, cinnabar, vifcus quercin. ol. animal, 
fal c. c. &c fhould be direfted. Blifters kept open, and fetons 
are very ferviceable ; flowers of zinc have fucceeded well, a gr. 
or two at a dofe once or twice a day. To reftore the ftrength and 
prevent returns, the bark, or other corroborant, and the cold 
bath, with proper diet, air, and exercife. 

ERYSIPELAS, 

Symptoms. The ufual prccurfory fymptoms of a fever ; the face, 
or other parts affected, inflamed; with fcurf, pimples, and blif- 
ters; heat, rednefs, itching and fmarting; drowfinefs and diffi- 
culty of breathing commonly attend. _ 

Treatment. Bleed, and give proper lenitives, and cooling di- 
aphoretic febrifuges. Blifters, and cordial fudonfics, as cam- 
phire, contrayerva. kc. if low pglfe and malignancy require. 
The parts may be bathed with foftcning fomentations, milk, &e,

FEVER Apthofe, or the Thrufh Fever in adults. 

Symptoms. Fever, with ulcerations or apthgc ; diflinguifhable 
from the putrid fore throat by ihewhiteneis of the floughs, by the 
edges not being red, and by there bein^ no fhining rednefs 
over the fauces. 

Treatment. Febrifuges, bark, and antifeptics ; blifters if ne- 
ceffary. Proper laxatives, and detergent gargles. Vitrum an- 
timon. cerat. has been found ufeful. Borax, alum, or fpt. 
vitriol, when mixed in fmall quantity with honey, are good to 
touch the apthse with. See alfo Thrujb. 

FEVER Eryfipelatous. See Eryfipelas, 

FEVER Inflammatory. 

SrMJTOMS. Shivering, followed by heat, and quick pulfe; naufea, 
anxiety, reftleffnefs, white and dry tongue, thirii, and fometimes 
pain in the head and back. 

Treatment. If there be fulnefs of veffel.?, bleed; give proper 
laxatives, and if the ftomach be foul, an emetic ; faline febri- 
fuges, with small dofes of vin. antim. or tart, emetic, and if di- 
aphorefis be wanted, add contrayerva. If delirious, blifier, and 
give julep e camph. If coll;suati<ve fixeats, the decoct, cort. with 
or without elix. vitriol. If j'pafm and catching of the tendons, 
with low pulfe, blifter the arm* and legs, and apply ftimulating 
plaiflers to the feet, firft bathing them with warm water. If hic- 
cups, jul. emofch. Whilg 
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While the pulfe is high, and inflammatory fymptoms continue, the 
antiplilogiftic treatment, cooling febrifuges, acids, and gentle 
aperients are proper . But care muft be taken not to bring the 
patient too low, elfe he will want firength to carry him through 
the difeafe. Gentle opiates may be ordered at night occafionally 
in cafe of reflleflnefs. If the pulfe fink, he fhould be fupported 
with proper cordials. Codivenefs fhould be avoided, and even 
a purging fhould be checked with caution, being generally either 
critical, or at lead falutary. The prefent and pad fymptoms 
compared, will beft direct the treatment in feyers. Diluting 
acidulated liquids are proper; the food may be panada, gruels, 
puddings, and chicken broth, with bread, but no flefh. Food or 
liquids particularly longed for fhould be given. Care fhould be 
taken to avoid too great heat aud impure air. 

FEVER Intermittent* See Ague. 

FEVER Miliary. 

Symptoms."" Shivering, heat, lownefs of fpirits, oppreffion abo; if 
the praecordia, fighing. On the third or fourth day the erup- 
tion (preceded by a profufe fweat of a fourifh fmell, with ting- 
ling or pricking fenfation) appears, chiefly on the neck, bread, 
and back ; of little bladders refembling millet feeds, (from 
whence the fever is denominated) which are either white or red, 
according to the colour of the liquid they contain, and fometimes 
both forts. The eruption being out, the fymptoms ufually abate; 
the urine, which before was pale, becomes higher coloured 
The eruptions commonly dry up in about feven days, and the 
fkin peels off. 

Treatment. Bleed, if nothing forbid ; and give faline febii- 
fuges, accompanied with laxatives and diaphoretics, as the fymp- 
toms may require. If delirum appear, bliiter; if low nervous 
fymptoms, give proper cordials; if putrid ones and petechia;, 
the bark ; if aphthae, gargles with tincl. myrrh, tinct. rofar. mel. 
or the like. Acidulated liquids, fruit, &c. fhould be given i» 
this difeafe, the air kept pure, and the room not too hoi. 

FEVER Milk. 

It arifeth about the third or fourth day after delivery, with fuel- 
ling of the breads, and pain fhooting towards the axilla; ; the 
breads are fonmtimes hard, hot, and inflamed ; generally con- 
tinues a day or too, then terminates in copious ivveats and dif- 
charge of urine. 

Treatment. Bleed, if the inflammation be great; beep the body 
open, and let the breads be frequently drawn. In cafe of hard- 
nefs or inflammation, emollient fomentations and poultices. 
FEVERS mixed, 

Arc thofe wherein the fymptoms of inflammatory, nervous, putrid, 
and ether fevers, are more or lefs blended together; and mult 
therefore be treated according to their appearaaees.

FEVER puerperal. 

Symptoms. Begins in two or three days after delivery, with the 
ufual febrile fymptoms ; and arifeth from an inflammation of 
the omentum and inteftines ; pain in the fore part of the head, 
flufhing in the face, fhort breath, fuppreflioii of the lochia. 

Treatment. In cafe of coftivenefs, emollient clyfters ; and ,f 
necefTary, gentle cathartics ; then mild diaphoretics, as feline 
draughts with vin. antim. and proper diluents. 

FEVER putrid or malignant. 

Symptoms. A giddinefs precedes the attack ; then burning heat, 
fuddenlofs of ftrength, heavinefs, lownefs of fpirits, watching, 
pulfe weak, low, and unequal ; anxiety, oppreffionat the pra;- 
cordia, naofea, vomiting, noife in the ears, delirium, coma, 
catching of the tendons, a black dry tongue, and thin crude 
urine. Petechia; often appear on the four;h, fifth, and feventh 
days. . ,. 

Treatment. Avoid bleeding, unlefs the pulfe indicate its 
neceffity ; give fmall dofes of tart, emet, or pulv. jacobin, with 
julep, e camph. and if necefTary, rhubarb, or other gentle laxa- 
tive fhould be occafionally interpofed. Antifeptics, the bark, 
and cordials are proper; as are alfo blifters. Opiates fhould be 
cautioofly adminiflered, and purgings, unlefs critical, fhould be 
checked. Sinapifms to the feet are proper in cafe of flupor; 
antifpafmodics and jul. e mofch. in cafe of convulfive fymptoms, 
or hiccups. The liquids drank fhould be acidulated; fruit may 
be allowed, as may alfo wine ; the air in the room fhould be 
kept as pure as poflible, and not too warm ; vinegar fhould be 
fprinkled on the floor. Picking the bedclothes in this difeafe is a 
bad fymptom. 

FEVER remittent, (Simple) 

Symptoms. The remittent fever differs from the continual and 
intermittent, in that after a certain number of hours it remits, or 
abates, but does not go off. It is alfo called the autumnal remit- 
ting Fever, the bilious Fever, the marjh Fever, and the camp 
Fever. 

Ufually comes on fuddenly, with debility, lownefs of fpirits, 
chillinefs, and other febrile fymptoms; the hands tremble; 
countenance pale or yellowifli; fkin dry, breathing difficult, and 
pulfe fmall and quick ; great naufea fucceeds. Vomiting of 
bile, and fomctimes discharge of it by ftool ; tongue becomes 
foul, delirium follows, moiftureon the face, and at length on the 
other parts, when the remij/ion follows. As the diforder increafes 
the remiflions are lefs, and at length become fcarcely perceptible; 
the mouth, teeth, and lips, coveed with a black cruft ; tongue 
very dry and ftiff, fo that the patient's voice can hardly be heard, 

Treatment. Bleed not but with great precaution ; an emetic 
is fometimcj proper j the body fhould be opened if ncceffary ; 

then 
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then give faline febrifuges, to bring on regular intermiflions ; 
this done, prefcribe the bark copioufly, as directed for the ague. 

FEVER, fcarlet. (Simple.) 

Symptoms, the ufual precurfory fymptoms of a fever, viz. 
Shivering, heat, &c. then an effloiefcence of a fcarlet colour 
appears all over the flcin, but does not rife above the furface ; 
with heat, drynefs, and itching. In three or four days it 
difappear?, and the cuticle comes ofFin branny fcales. 

Treatment. Cooling faline febrifuges, with gentle laxatives 
and diaphoretics, if neceffary. 

FEVER, fcarlet, (Malignant.) 
Symptoms. Chiliinefs, languor, ficknefs, oppreffion, fucceeded 
by heat, naufea, vomiting, fore throat, quick pulfe, and 
difficult breathing; the tonfils inflamed and ulcerated. On the 
third day the efflorefcence appears. 
Treatment. Saline febrifuges, joined occafionally with con- 
trayerva, or other gentle diaphoretic ; Milters to the back and 
throat; bleed and purge with great caution. If coftivenefs, 
clyfters are bed; and if inflammatory fymptoms, cupping oc 
leeches ; if a putrid tendency appears, the bark, with rad. 
ferp. virg. or rattlefnake root ; rinft. theb. or tint!, cinnam. may 
be added if it purges ; gargles of tind. myrrh, tinft. rofar. 
mel, fpt. falis, or the like, which fhould be injefted with 
a fyringe. 

FEVER, flow or nervous. 

Symptoms Shiveriogs, laflitude, wearinefs, fighing, pale defpond- 
ing looks, great anxiety, depreflion of fpirits, pain and giddineis 
of the head, white tongue ( fometimes red) with a yellow or 
brownifh lilt running along the middle of it, but no third: 
naufea, difficulty of breathing, pulfe weak, quick, and unequal; 
urine limpid and pale ; pain and coldnefs in the back part of 
the head, drowfinefs. Thefe fymptoms are all worfe towards 
night ; if a delirium, not violent, but a muttering to themfelves ; 
fometimes miliary eruptions and fweats appear, but feldom afford 
relief. 

Treatment. Gentle cordial diaphoretics ; previous to which, 
an emetic, if nothing forbids. Coftiveoefs fhould be removed 
by gentle laxatives; bleeding fhould be refrained from, unlefs 
urgent fymptoms indicate ; Millers ; if an intermifllon appears, 
the bark- if coovolfions, muflc with caftor or other antifpal- 
modics;'if apthae, gargles, with tint*, myrrh, honey tincr. 
rofar. decoct, cott. alum, or the like; and in cafe of much 
phlegm, oxymel fcillit or ipecac, to bring it up. <-arc fhould

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be taken after the fever, toreflore the patient by proper nutritious* 
diet, chalybeate waters, bark, &c.

FRACTURES. 

Treatment. Replace the ends or pieces of the bone fo as to 
be in their natural fituation ; and keep them in that pofture by 
proper comptefles, fplints, bandages, tec, but not too tight;

mation or tumour, bleed, 2nd ufe other proper methods to re- 
move fhem before you attempt reduction. If there be loofe 
fragment., or fplinrers which hinder the extenfion and reduction, 
or caufe irritation, rem. ve them by proper incifions, or otherwife. 
The limb, or pert, muft, be kept (till ; proper diet mud be 
ordered ; the callus will be formed in a month or two, according 
to the bone injured, &c. 

If the fraftur. be of a defperate kind, or mortification comes on 
which cannot be got under, amputation is necefl'ary ; thejiint 
fhonld be cautioufly moved at times to prevent iliffnefs; the 
medical treatment fhould be regunked according to the fyrr^p- 
toms that arife. 

FUROR UTERINUS, 

Symptoms. Melancholy, taciturnity, rednefs of the face, laf- 
civious looks, irregular hyfteric fymptoms, as crying, laughing, 
&c. and at length, an immoderate deiire of coition, accompanied 
with libidinous ipeeches and geftures. It is peculiar to the fe- 
male fex, and proceeds from an abundance and acrimony of the 
fluids fecreted in the pudenda. 

Treatment. Bleeding, and cooling purges; nitre; or refri- 
gerant, diuretic, and diluting liquids ; anodynes and thin diet.

Symptoms. An acute pain in the joints, particularly of the 
feet. It is called regular when feated in the extremities, returns 
at ftated periods, and gradually declines. Irregular, when the 
fits are uncertain and frequent, when the fymptoms vary, 
and when the difeafe attacks the iiomach, head,' or other inter- 
nal parts ; chiefly affefts the membranes, tendons, and liga- 
ments ; the pain like that of a diflocated bone, with a fenfation 
as if warm water was poured on the part, fucceeded by chiHioefs 
and flight fever : a breathing fweat comes on at the end of the 
fit, and the part fwells ; the fit returns at intervals till the 
gouty matter is fpent : the longer the intervals the more 
leverc the fit ; but the fymptoms are too well known, to need 
further enumeration in a work of this nature. 

Treatment. Cordials are beft during the fit; the body (hould 
not be coftive; opiates may be occafionaljy given; the part 
fliould be wrapt in flannel, and relaxing or other topical appli- 
cations 
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cations, as the cafe may require ; a temperate diet, exercifc, 
friction, and the Bath, waters; fome have ventured to bliiterthe 
part with fuccefs.

The common heart-burn, proceeding from acidity irritating the 
upper orifice of the fiomach, magnefia chalk, tabellae, cardial, 
fpt. vol. arom. or weak folutions offal abfinth. remove it for the 
time; but to cure it, the ftomacliic corroborants mult be given. 

Heart-burn may be occafioned by corroding humours of other kinds, 
and will not therefore be eafed by alkalis; emetics, with plenty 
of chamomile tea or other liquid, to cleanfe the fiomach, are 
here proper ; cathartics may alfo be ufeful, and thefe may b-. 
followed by fiomachics; but water with gum arabic diffolved in 
it will give occafional relief. Worms will alfo fometime$ 
cccafion this complaint ; vermifuges are then proper.

HYDROPHOBIA. 

It is of more confequence hereto defcribe the fyroptoms in the dog 
than thofe of the patient, We may know the dog to be mad by 

hit 
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his dull heavy look, endeavouring to hide himfelf; feldom or 
ever barking; angry and fnarls at tlrangers, but fawns on his 
owner; refufes all food, droops, hangs down his ears and tail, 
and often lays down as if going to fleep ; this is the firft ftagc. 
He now begins to breathe quick and heavy, (hoot? out his tongue* 
flavers, and froths at the mouth; looks half afleep ; flies fud- 
denly at byltanders ; runs forward in a cnrve line ; at length he 
knows not his owner, his eyes become thick and dim, and water 
runs from them; tongue of a lead colour; grows weak and 
faint ; often falls down, then rife*; and attempts to fly at fome- 
thing; grows mad and furious; the nearer to this ftate, the more 
dangerous the bite. 
If the flate of the dog cannot be obtained, he may be known to 
have been mad, or the diforder may be known to be this by the 
following effecls, which will come on fooner or later: The 
bitten part begins to be painful, wandering pains comes on 
gradually, with heavinels and uneafinefs ; diltutbed fleep, 
frightful dreams, ftartings, fpafms, fighing, anxiety, love of 
folitude , pains {hoot from the bitten part up K> the t'.iroat, with 
firaightnefs, fenfation of choakir.g, and horror or dread at fight of 
water or other liquids, which is a fufficient charatteriftic of the 
difeafe. 
Treatment. Cut out the bitter, part immediately, which is the 
only certain cure: cupping-gtalfes fhould then be applied; 
cauterize and wafh it daily with U\t water, or ung. caerul fort, 
keeping it open with efcarotics ; bleed, if the veflels be full ; 
vomit with mere. emet. flav. give mofch. to xvi. gr. cinnabar 
half a fcruple (to which camphire and pil. fapon. to vii.gr. 
may be added) at night, and a purge the next morning ; bathe 
in the fea, or cold bath, and give a fudorific ; repeat thefe for 
a week daily, and three or four times at the next full and change 
of the moon. 
Ung. cserul. mit. applied externally, and turbith mineral given 
inwardly, fo as to raife a falivation for feveral weeks, are faid to 
be efficacious, The ufual remedy known is now the Ormfkirk 
medicine, but this has failed in a variety of cafes. 

HYPOCHO NDRIASIS. 

Symptoms are generally low fpiritcdnefs, (the diforder being 
chiefly in the imagination) heavinefs, opprcilion, and despon- 
dency : yet at times uncommon chearfulnefs and flow of fpirits ; 
timidity, anxiety, fear, diead of dying, fliort cough, difficult 
breath, flatulency, pale urine, pains in the head, odd fancies, 
fpafms. 

Treatment. Bark, and other tonics; nervous antifpafmodics 
as caftor. valerian, atTaicetida, &c. attenuants. as volatile falts 
and fpirits ; bitters and chalybeats if no fever; emetics, aperients, 

opiates, 
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opiates, iflues, and blifters difcretionally : the cold bath and 
chalybeate waters, food light and eafy of digeftion, chearful 
company, and gentle exercife. 

H Y S T E R I A. 

In women, are fimilar to the hypochondriacs in men, but ufually 
more violent, and attended with convulfive fits ; which ufually 
come on with oppreflion at the bread, difficult breathing, a fenfc of 
fomething rifing in the throat, which ferns to threaten fuffoca- 
tion : convulfive motions; frothing at the mouth; laughing, 
and fometimes crying. May be known from a mere fyncope by 
the pulfe and breathing continuing, whereas in a fyncope they 
are not perceptible ; it alio comes on gradually, but a fyncope 
more fuddenly ; in that, the fit is of fhort continuance, in this, 
ufually much longer : with a colour in the face, which is not the 
cafe in a fyncope. . 

Treatment of the diforder itfelf, as in the hypochondnafis. 
In the fit volatile foetids, fmged feathers, &c. may be applied to 
the noftrils ; and cold water and volatile fcetids given. The 
feet and legs may be placed in warm water; the pure cold air 
fhould be freely admitted; cold water may be fprinkled on the 
face and bread; and if a plethora be indicated, bleed; other- 
wife cautioufly avoid it. In this difeafe, particular attention 
fhould be given to the ftate of the menfes, &c. 
This difeafe appears often under a variety of forms; for a more 
particular account than can here be given, Sydenham, and 
other authors may be cunfulted.

Gentle phyfic 
fhould be givtu as foon as the eruption difappears, 
It has been propofed to inoculate the Meajles, but Dr. Simmons, 
in hi 1 ) differtation de Rubeola, cbferves, that the different at- 
tempts in this way, hitherto have proved ineffectual ; Dr. Home's 
experiments, as related in his Medical Fac7s, not having been 
found to anfwer when repeated by others.

Shivering ; pain in the head, back, and flcrr-ach-, 
fccknefs and vomiting; defponderjcy, anxiety, difficult breath- 
iog, wildnefe pf countenance, high fever, faintings, hiccups, 
and catching of the tendons. Tumours at length appear in the 
groin, armpits; or behind the ears ; ar>d then the fever abates, 
but returns if the tumours fink. Foetid breath and fweat ; livid 
foots fometiznes broad, and foddenly difappearing. Carbu 
arife in the word Hate of the difeafe, which feldom 
kindly, but appear as red fiery circles ; are fmall tumours with 
corrupted flefh underneath, and are ettended withgrc 
The fymptoms, however, vary according o the couthtuuon 
ftate of the air, but thefe are the molt general. 
Treatment. The tumours are critical, and mould be enc 
ed by ripening cataplafms and proper cordials ; the carbuncles 
Ihould be poulticed with cataplafm c cymino, or the like ; and 
if they appear gangrenous, fesrify, and dref, them with ol. 
terebinth, and hot di^eilives, as in Mortifications. 
The difeafe itfelf (hcul'd be treated with diaphoretics, antifeptici, 
cordials antiphlogiftics, or other remedies, according to the 
fym pi on:s; but in general, carnphire, nitre, fnake i 
b«k, &c. an eroeticbdng grit given, feem molt eligible in this 
dreadful diforder. 
N B. The vapour generated by nitre, ef penally if the deflagration 
be mode -with odoriferous tn grants, is Jaid to prevent 
infection

Care mull be taken to continue thefe operations a fuflici- 
ent time ; afterwards the llomacb and bowels fliould be healed 
with proper balfamic remedies, broth?, &c.

Treatment. In the Sea Scurvy, the juices are difpofed to 
putridity from the ufe of animal food, and moift air; antliep- 
ti'cs therefore will be proper, as vegetables, vegetable acids, fruit, 
cyder, &C. infuf.on of malt, iu def.-cl of thefe or liquors 
made of molaffts or fugar. Bark, and elix. vitr. acid are good. 
Liquids impregnated with fixed air for commoo drink, and 
whoieforoe air. 

The Land Scurvy, ( improperly fo calico. ) is rather a cu aneous 
difcafe; fcurfy or fcabby eruptions appear, either partially, or 
more univerfalljr ; often with itching and heat. 

The amimonial alteratives with gentle mercurials are often effi- 
cacies ■* calcis compofit. face, fcorbut.c, orthc like, may be 
ufed with them. Cream of tartar and flowers of (ulphur are 
cood. The part* may be anointed with faturoine hnimen.s, 
with a little white precipitate if neceflary,

Chillinefs, (hivering, heat, pain in the head and 
back, ficknefs and pain at the ttnmach, and fometimes vomit- 
ing ; fever, coftivenefs, convulfive fits fometimes in children, 
which is a good fymptom. On the third or fourth day the 
eruption appears, like flea-bites, in the face, breatt, arms, 
body, and feet fucceffively; pains aiad forenefs in the throat. 
The eruption being compeared, the fever goes off or abates. 
The eruptions fill, or maturate like boils, and the fkin between, 
them is alfo led; the eye-lids, face, hands, and feet, fwell 
fucceffively; the pocks from red, grow whitifh and fmooth in 
the body, and yellow and rough in the face, fuil of a white 
matter. About the fevetith d^y ftom :he eruption, (fometimes 
the ninth) they dry, or turn as it is called, and fcaie off, leaving 
red marks, and fometimes pits behind. 
.Treatment. If the pulfe be full and flrong at the beginning, 
bleed ; and if neceflary, or the period be fufficiently early, 
purge, and give an emetic. During the eruptive fever, cooling 
febrifuges, with laxatives, or clyfters occafionaliy ; but if the 
fymptoms require it (as low pulfe, &c ) gent e cordials and 
diaphoretics. After the eruption, Iktle is generally required but 
a gentle anodyne at night, proper diluents, and if neceflaty, 
opening clyiters, &c. If purging come on, check it with 
caution; if delirium or fever, apply blillers ; and it the pock 
fink, give bark, with proper diaphoretics and cordials; 
efpecially if malignant or putrid fymptoms, or petechias appear, 
Spt. vitrioli dulcis is alfo good in thefe cafes, as are finapifms to 
tne feet. 
In the confluent kind, all the fymtoms are worfe than in the diJlinS. 
The eruption makes its appearance a day or two Lter, and dees 
not come to its height till the eleventh or fourteenth day aftf r ; 
the fever alfo continues after the eruption appeals, and a fa!i- 
vation comes on, which mull by no means be checked. Tne 
patient requires to be fupported more in this cafe than in the 
other ; care, however, mult betaken in both kinds to avoid too 
much heat, or a heating regimen j and pure, and even cool 

air. 
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air, where no objection appears, is falutary. If the puftules 
are opened, and the matter let out, (o much the better; especially 
if danger of their finking or (hiking ia appear. Pu'g> n g i* 
eilcemrd proper after this diftaie. 
To inoculate for the Small Pox^ take a little matter from a puffule, 
Biter the eruptive fever, on the point of a lancet, and infert it 
in the arm (ny making a fmall puncture or two) between the 
true and Icarf fkin, which may afterwards be prefl'ed down with 
the flat fide of the lancet. Three or four days afterwards the 
punitures appear inflamed; in about three days more the pre- 
curlory Symptoms come on, and at length the eruption. 

Previous tc the inoculation, a mercurial purge or two may be 
administered, if the patient is of a full or grofs habit; and he 
Ihouid alio be reflrained to a milk and farinaceous or vegetable 
diet, avoiding efpecially high fesfoned food. It is found belt to 
keep him out of bi'd, and even now and then in the cold air. 
The fymptom3 are generally lo favourable, that little affiitance 
is required from medicine, except a few mercurial purges after 
the diiorder goes off.

The bark is often proper in thtfc cafes, as is alfo 
myrrh with nitre. The body molt be kept pioperly open ; but 
purgings fhould be checked. Gertie exercife, wholcfome air, 
and proper mild diet, with the ufe of ailes milk, and the like, 
are often of much fcrvice.

Arifmg 
from the abrafion of mucus, &c. fiom the rec"tum and anus. 

Treatment. Clyllers, with mutton brcth and opium ; or with 
flarch oil, and elect, e fcord. or wih fpermaceti, fuet or the like. 
Balf. locat. or fpermaceti with tinct. theb. may alfo be given 
inwardly. 

TESTICLES injlamed. 

Treatment. Bleed, purpe and even vomit, if neceflarjr, in 
order to caufe revulfion. Warm emollient fomentations and 
poultices are ufually reccommended ; but Dr. Simmons, in his 
ingenious practical treatife on the Gonsrrhaa recommends 
-old applications b the parr, as being much more efficacious. 

Febrifuges 
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Febrifuges and gentle diaphoretics, with an anodyne at night , 
are good. If matter form, open and lc: it out. The tefticles 
mould be fofpended, and the patient kept as much as poffible 
in an horizontal pollure. 

TETANUS. 

Symptoms. A rigid and painful contraction of the mufcles of 
the neck, and trunk of the body, drawing it backwards or for- 
wards in a curve, with convulfions. 

Treatment. Give large dofss of mufk and opium, keeping 
the body open with ol. ricini, or other proper purge. The warm 
bath, emollient fomentations and fpirituous embrocations to 
the parts. Sal. c. c. and the nervous medicines are good ; 
and clyfters with turpentine and opium. After the diforder, 
give bark, or other rcltoritives. 

TETTERS. 

Treatment. They may be touched with ink, a weak folut'on 
cf green or white vitriol, fjech. faturn. fal ta/tari, or iublimatc. 
If thefe prove too violent, foftening and cooling liniments, or 
creamf Ung. casrul. mit. fpt. vin. camph, or liniments with 
white precipitate are good. Sometimes alteratives of the 
mercurial and antimonial kind, or cooling febrifuges and purgcf, 
are recelTary. 
Pimples, Ringworms, Shingles, Grubs, Freckles. And other like 
cutaneous complaints, alio give way to fome of the above 
methods.

Sometimes phymofis (or an inability 
of drawing the fkin back over the glans, ) paraphymofis, 
(or an inability of drawing the fkin forward fo as to cover the 
glans,) fwellir.g ©f the tellicles, chancres, buboes, fcabby erup- 
tions, nocturnal pains, nodes, carious bor.es, ulcers in the throat 
and noie, &c. 

Treatment, In the beginning, bleed, if nothing forbid ; and 
a cooiing purge, a fmall dofe of calomel, mere, calcinat. 
cr other proper mercurial, every night; and nitre, with gum 
arabic, and fome gentle lenitive, feveral times in the day ; 
repeating the purge cecafsorally. If thefe are not j ■ 
fufficieat, a fmall quantity cf ung. caerul. fort, nay b; • 
into the thigh or lc-j every night. The part* mould be kept 
clean by warning them with warm milk z.ud water.

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When the diforder is a Confirmed Lues, we fhould either falivate, 
or at lead keep the blood for fome time highly charged with 
mercury ; for either of which purpofes calomel, or mere, calci- 
nat. &c. fhould be given inwardly ; anJ half a drachm or a 
drachm of ung. caerul. fort, rubbed every night into the thighs. 
In fhort, the whole dependence mull be on mercury for deftroying 
the virulency, other remedies being only had recourfe to occa- 
fionally, according to the fymptoms that arife. Thus, inflam- 
matory fymptoms are to be removed by bleeding, purging or 
Other p:oper medicines; ulcers, abfeefles, &c. fhould be treated 
as required in fuch cafes ; bin the difeale which is the caufe of 
thefe fhould be principally attended to, and when that is fubdued 
by a proper mercurial courfe, the other fymptoms will either 
diftppear, or may be removed by requifitc methods. A Gleet, 
for example, will fometimes remain after the difordcr is cured ; 
and muli be treated with corroborants, and, if neceffary, alii in- 
gent injeftions ; the cold bath, and a itrengthening diet.

Treatment. Gentle rredicines of the turpentine kind, bsl- 
famics and diuretics, fleams of hot water, with balf. Tolu, 
benzoin, and received into the lungs; occafional laxatives, 
bleeding if inflammation, fuf: balfsmic food, and gentle 
cxcrcife.

If from wezknefs of the flomacb, bark, bi'.ters, 
or other corroborants ; prcmifing a vomit if judged nece/Tary. 
Chalybeate waters aie alio proper. If the flomach be fore, as 
it is termed, the balf. traumat. fpermaceti, or other balfarr.scs, 
are good. In vomitings, the belt form of medicine is pills. 
Vomitings are ofien fymptomatic, ss ' n ^ ts °f tne gravel, preg* 
jnancy, &c. tUe original diforder, mull in thcii caiss, claim the 
chief attention.

Called lfchuria t if total ; Strangury, if but in part; and Difury, if 
the latter be attended with heat; and are ufually cccafioned by in- 
flammation or fpafms on the neck of the bladder, in confcqucnce 
of bli Iters, or fome other caufe. 

Treatment. Medicines with ol. amygd. and plenty of gum 
arabic, with opiates or camphire, if neceffary. The body 
fhould be kept open with gentle laxatives, and emollient clyfters ; 
if neceffary, bleed, fomert the belly, and advifc the warm 
bath. If caruncles in the urethra ate the caufc, bougies, intro- 
duced with pioper caution, are ferviceable.
